STEAMER TURNED TO

Berlin, Jan. 11.— (By Wireless to 


Sayville.)—A statement^ given out 
today by the semi-official Overseas 
news agency establishes the fact that 
it was an Austrian submarine whicn 
sank the Italian liner Porto Said, in 
the Mediterranean in the last month 
causing the death of six passengers 
and one member of the crew. 
It is 
asserted the steamship attempted to 
ram the submarine. 


The statement follows: 
"In reference to the sinking of thr> 
Italian steamship Porto Said, by an 
Austro-Hungarian submarine 


"Vienna reports that the submar- 


ine ordered the steamship to stop 
The Porto Said first attempted to 
escape then ran up a white tlag and 
halted. 
"When the submarine approached 
the steamer, the latter 
suddenly 


steered at the submarine in order to 
ram her. At that juncture the sub- 
marine opened fire and hit the steam- 
ship, which again came to a halt and 
lowered boats. 


"The submarine ceased'firing and 
drew up the steamship and observed 
that the positions in which the boats 
had put off from the Porto Said were 
making for the coast without at- 
tempting to rescue those swimming 
in the sea. The submarine halted 
the boat containing the captain of 
the P&rto Said. 
The captain was 


told that he would be shot if he did 
not save those struggling in the 
water. 


"On the steamship were found two 


persons, one of whom was wounded 
They were taken off in a boat from 
the submarine and after the wound- 
ed persons had been bandaged both 
were handed over to the captain's 
boat. 
"It was not until after this had 


been done that the Porto Said was 
torpedoed. Meanwhile the submarine, 
white still giving assistance, was 
shelled by a hostile torpedo boat 
and a yacht."

PROSECUTION OF 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


BERLIN, GERMANY 


Editor ot the Advocate:—In your 


issue of December 29th 
there ap- 


peared a report of the recent prose- 
cution in Berlin of 
two 
Christian 


Scientists, Fraulein 
Huesgen 
and 


Frau Ahrend. 


The following information in re- 


gard to the case will be of interest 
to your readers: 


The defendants in this case are 


educated ladies of respectable con- 
nections and position, whose only 
offensa was that they tried to heal 
other persons by Christian Science 
as they themselves had. been healed. 
One of them, Fraulein 
Elizabeth 


Ahrens, was severely ill for several 
years, 
principaly 
on 
account of 


growths in her stomach. One of her 
brothers was a physician, and she 
consulted other physicians 
besides 


him, 
but 
without 
relief. 
Having 


heard of Christian Science as a re- 
ligion, she began to study it and it 
satisfied her. Through 
Christian 


Science she felt that she found God 
as He is, and she 
obtained 
relief 


from suffering and then her healing. 


Thirty-four other witnesses testi- 


fied to the benefits 
they 
received 


through Christian Science, and the 
advocate for the defense, Dr. Lowen- 
thal, 
announced 
that 
they 
were 


picked from 400 witnesses, and that 
he could furnish 40,000 witnesses if 
necessary. 


The testimony given by these 34 


witnesses was reported in the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt as tollows" "They all 
testified to having been healed by 
Christian Science of serious diseases 
after all medical aid had failed. Two 
women claimed to have been healed 
of diabetes. 
One woman said sh? 


was healed of what 
the 
doctors 


called cancer of the 
mouth. 
The 


publisher Gan7er testified to his own 
healing, and said he healed his chil- 
dren of diphtheria in a very 
short 


time. 
A young engineer in a mili- 


tary uniform had been healed 
of 


jaundice. 
Another witness, 
David 


Saloman, healsd his son of a double 
rupture. 
Many 
other 
witnesses, 


young and old, men 
and 
women, 


business and working people, gov- 
ernment 
employees, 
authors 
and 


dressmakers.—they 
all 
told 
long 


stories ot their 
healing 
from 
the 


most diverse troubles 
such as dia- 


betes, poisoning of the blood, female 
troubles, curvature of the spine, liv- 
er and gallstone troubles, catarrh of 
the lungs, nervousness, 
and fever. 


Some ot these healings were done by 
the two accused practitioners. 


The testimony of all 
these wit- 


ness1^ was given under oath 
and 


-ubject to cross-examination by the 
advocates for the prosecution, \\lio 
vvere supported by representatives of 
organized medicine. 


Tne prosecution of Frau Huasgen 


and Frauiem Ahrend was based on 
the testimony of medical witnesses, 
who said 
that 
medical treatment 


would have prolonged the lives of 
the two patients who discharged 
their physicians and asked for help 
from the Christian Scientists. 
The 


medical witnesses were, 
howe\er, 


obliged to admit that these patients 
had not bten 
cursd 
by medical 


treatment, and that 
one of 
them 


could not be cured by any 
means, 


while nothing more could be done 
tor the other than to keep her on a 
strict diet 
In answer to the ques- 


tion as to whether 
her 
case was 


curable, one of the medical exp3rts 
replied- "One may speak of a possi- 
ble improvement 
that 
approaches 


healing," and this was 
the 
most 


favorable view which was expressed 
for the outcome of her ease under 
medical treatment. 


Nevertheless the court held that 


Christian Scientists 
who tried 
to 


help these patients were responsible 
for the death, and 
therefore 
sent- 


enced them to six months' imprison- 
ment. An appeal from 
this judg- 


ment has been taken to the Imperial 
Supreme court 
of 
Germany, 
by 


which the decision 
of 
the 
lower 


court will bs reviewed. 
Meanwhile 


the accused ladies are entirely fre3

She found it finally in tha 
Instrument he now uses. It cost $13,000. Lady Palmer presented the violin 
to Macmillen at a dinner she gave in his honor at Frognal, her beautiful coun- 
try home, near London. The fiddle is one of the most wonderful and best 
preserved of all tho violins which came from the celebrated maker's workshop 
in Cremona. It was made in 1721, that year and the two or three years pre- 
ceding and following it, historians agree, marking the zenith of Stradivariujj' 
career as master of masters when it came to making a violin.
